Zack Mulhall Shot Three Men on 
the Pike at the World's 



Toe Present Wires Will Not Carry 
Communication From Chicago 
lo New Orleana. 



A ropy of the Manila Bulletin of 
May 1, just received in Paduoah, 
from the Philippine island!, contains 
a picture of Mr. Myron H. Ohand 
ler, a half brother to Dr. Viotor 
Vorie, tlia well known dentist end 
nephew of Dr. O. E Whitesides here. 
Mr. Chandler, who hee been in the 
Philippines for several years, ie well 
known in Paduoan, having bean or- 
ganist at the First Baptlet ohnrch 
her# six or seven years ego. 

in 1838 lie enlisted in the Ohio vol- 
onteere for the Spanish- American war 
and served in Cuba, afterwards being 
chief olerk of the orJoanoe depart- 
ment of Santa Clara, and afterwards 
ohlef clerk of the judge advooate de 
pertment, division of Cuba, until 
Msy 1303. 

He went to the Philippines a* olerk 
of the tnedioal department, division 
of the Philippines, and was recently 
made ohief clerk of the division of 
lighthouse oonatroction with bead 
quarter* at Manila. Hie many friends 
in Paducah will be pleased to learn of 
his snooess.

The Clobe Democrat say*: 

Later Mulhall waa taken to the 
emergenoy hospital, where he was 
identified by Murray and Reed as the 
man who had shot them. He then was 
returned to the station and was placed 
in a oell. H» demurred in this, claim- 
ing that he abonld be acoorded the 
privilege of remaining in the office 
nntil he had had an opportunity to 
seoure bondsmen. 

Mulhall waa visited shortly after 
his arrival by a friend, who gave the 
name of Hal Corbett, and who said 
he was from Paducah, Ky. Corbett 
talked with Mulhall before the polioe 
bad an opportunity to question them, 
and later, when they attempted to ae- 
oure a statement from the prisoner, 
Mnlhell, following Corbett's fidvioe, 
declined to disonee the shooting.

HABEAS OORPrs IN OO LOR ADO. 

Some of the Demooratio paper a 
seem to be worked op over the al- 
leged eospension of the habeas corpoa 
in Colorado. They go into hair (put- 
ting logic about habeas corpus and the 
anoient laws from which it came 
down to na, but the fact remains that 
it was suspended in parte of Colorado 
Jnet the name. Paramount to all ar- 
gument on technical point** of law is 
common sense. The law guarantees to 
every person protection of life and 
property. In times of insurrection are 
life and property are endangered, ln<i 
and the governor of a state has the tioi 
power to declare a state of bwurruo of c 
tion, which was done in Colorado. In tu I 
times of insurrection be has a right to offl< 
adopt snob means as be oonaiders inn 
necessary to protect the people, and as 
it is presumed that a man with the que 
ability and confidence neoeesary to and 
eleol him governor will not do any- vigi 
thing far amiss. Governor Peabody den 
was on the spot and did what be sea 
deemed expedient. If be had no ed I 
right to deny habeas corpus in time sUi 
of insurrection be wonld have no an- oon 
thority over the oivil courts, and pot* sist 
albly be powerless to discharge his bes 
duty and protect his people. He could sau 
imprison a person he considered a of 
menace to the peace and welfare of ' eho 
the pnblio, but the habeas corpus mat 
could be Invoked through the civil erti 
courts and the man again tamed wbi 
loose on tbe community, which would or I 
be a state of affairs not oontemplated the; 
by our constitution or laws. to i 

Whatever argument is advanced can 
against the suspension of the habeas 
corpus In Colorado, however, tbe fact ^ 
remains that what was done was re- ^ 
garded as neoessary for tbe peaoe and ^ 
protection of the community, and the ^ 
oourts will doubtless eventually sus- 
tain the chief executive of the state in i< 
it, even should his judgment as to the era; 
neoeseity prove to have been wrong to 
Habeas corpus or other teobnioal Rei 
legal procedure was never in frai 
tended to be paramount to tbe welfare the

At that date Napoleon had uecotne an 
adept at slapping kings of his owu 
stature- that is. threatening them, 
humbling them nnd making or unmak- 
ing them at will. And his opiuion of 
the divine right sovereigns around him 
waa far from complimentary, ns uiiiy 
be Judged from bis own words. 

‘Asked at Nt. Helena If his old rnemy. 
the king of Prussia, was a man of tnl 
ent, Napoleon burst Into a tit of laugh 
ter and exclaimed; "Who? The king 
of Prussia?
